Modern production is essentially an¬ 
archical. though under tha skillful sem¬ 
blance of law. Tb* majority of men 
are. or soon will become, disinherited— 
because land, buildings, machinery and 
money, all the great means of production, 
are the property of the capitalist class. 
Tbe majority of the peopis moat, in order 
to Uvs» sell their only property, their 
working power, for what capitalists will 
pay for it. Labor has become a mer¬ 
chandise, which like every other la sold 
for what it will bring in the open mar¬ 
ket. And aa the supply of labor is greet¬ 
er than the demand, the competition of 
the capitalists among themselves, leach 
trying to produce as cheaply ss possible 
to underbid the other) prevents them 
from paying more for labor than what 
it coats to keep the soul and body of 
tbe workers together and to make It pos¬ 
sible tof them to reproduce their kind. 
Tbea we must consider the invention of 
thousands of new machines and tbe con¬ 
stant improvements of labor manipula¬ 
tions. 

Tbe general desire is to produce more 
cheaply, but not for the benefit of the 
working people or of the citiaeos of this 
country—the intention is to capture and 
monopolise the world’s market with the 
help of “cheap goods'* and treaties and 
conquest*. Women and children are 
pressed into the service of manufacturers 
in order to supplant men. W’here that 
i* not lufflricnt to render production 
cheap enoogh. there war la made upon 
tbe trades unions sod labor organisa¬ 
tions. lo short, men bit made cheap for 
the sake of making merchandise cheap. 
And the capitalists themselves are at 
constant war with each other, the hand 
of each is against all, and mare and more 
manufacturers and merchant* are rulDed 
for the benefit of a few very large one*, 
who finally find it profitable to com¬ 
bine into a trust for the purpose of five«- 
kng the people a* a whole. 

This Is anarchy under (he disguise of 
law alJ order Anarchy rules supreme 
in the economic life of every modern 
nation, whether it* political government 
be republican <*r monarchical, democratic 
or autocratic And the result is the gen 
real poverty «*f a great majority of every 
nation.

“The Marxian notion of an ideal society 
destined to arise out of the progressive 
derivation and brutalization of the 
workers." It la true, as vou point out. 
that Marx displayed exultant »atisf*c 
tK»u over (tie passage and enforcement of 
the English factory acts: but it ia glee 
true that he repeatedly emphasises Ac 
point that working-class resistance .» 
usually dormant trotU the severest pinch 
of oppression Is endured. The worker* 
revolt only when preyed to their J*«t 
stand. The first two paragraphs of sec 
tinn 6 in Ae chapter on “The Working 
Day" (“Das Kapatsl”) assuredly sustain 
this vitiw; and a nnmber of other pss 
■ages particularly in Ac chanters “Ex 
propruMion of iVgKila lion" a nd “Legisla¬ 
tion Against the Expropriated." TAerc 
is a rtjll mure sweeping and romp rah en¬ 
tire declaration In the chapter "Histori¬ 
cal Tendency of ('apitalist Accumula¬ 
tion “ “Along with the constantJy di 
itrlnishing number of Ae magnate* of 
capital, who usurp and monopolise ail ad¬ 
vantage* of fins process of transforms 
tion. grows the mass of miserr, oppres¬ 
sion, slavery, degradation, exploitation." 
The spirit of revolt roust therefore b?

Now that our ground La Heaved the 
task is simpler, but still it is more com 
idea than when dealing only with that 
struggle between workmen and their 
economic masters, the capitalists We 
hare to meet and solve the problem of 
the dependent poverty of wives anti 
mothers. These women are not wage¬ 
workers. Surely Socialism were no so¬ 
lution of the question of poverty *nd 
slavery if the mothers of the race are 
still to remain dependent upoo (hr pleas¬ 
ure of their domestic lords for thoir 
bread sod butter.
